declares: 


'•The liquor interests know no party. 
The cause is greater than any party and 
at the election in November, in tiie face 
of these supreme 
issues, we ask 
all 
patriotic voters, whenever necessary, to 
lay aside the claims of party and vote 
only for such candidates as are in favor 
of state and national prohibition. 
To 
this end we pledge our best endeavoi.^ 
hcnceforth and our untiring efforts un- 
til both Indiana and America shall bo 
free from the contaminating curse of the 
saloon."' 


The 
resolutions 
declare 
that 
the 
liquor traffic has "outlived its day and 
generation," that it knows no law "ex- 
cept the law 
of greed," and that i^i 
"assumes to dictate terms to all other 
dejiartmeuts of our national and social 
life." 


"Xo patriot who would seek political 
preferment can escape its 
commands,' 
the resolution continues, ''no legislature 
is free from its slimy, insistent toiicft 
and there is no corrcctional or benevo- 
lent institution to which, it is not tho 
largest contributory source." 


The 
last 
legislature 
was 
criticized 
because no effort was made to pass a 
state-wide prohibition law. The Indiana 
congressional delegation was condemned 
for voting against the

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No New Temperance 
Party. 


The Indiana omni-partisan temperance convention which has 
Just come to a close at Indianapolis resolved against the proposal of 
Ex-Governor Hanly for the organization of a new political party in 
this state to labor for state-wide prohibition, and The. Sentinel be- 
lieves the action was well taken. 
Without question many men who 
believe sincerely in the elimination of the ii(iuor business would re- 
fuse to follow their fellows into any such new party, either because 
they disagreed with the pl^n or for the reason that they could not 
quite bring themselves to surrender completely a lifelong affiliation 
with some other party, and temperance cannot win without these 
men. 
The experience of the prohibition party, which has bravely, 
courageously and unfalteringl}^, but with most indifferent success so 
far as practical results are achieved, fought for the elimination of 
liquor from the land, seems to demonstrate this fact clearly. 


j\iorcovGi', the new party idea seems unwise from the temperance 
standpoint at this time because nothing is clearer than the promise 
that, with the temi)erance sentiment pervading all parties, each of 
them is going I0 be shortly forced into some more definite stand 
against the liciuor business than they have yet had the nerve to take. 
The voters vrill not much longer tolerate talkative evasion or artful 
dodging on this issue. 
The thing is coming to a show-down, and 
coming i-apj(lly. 
The neod is not so much for a new political party 
that, whatever its theory, could not hope to command the support of 
ill temperance men, as for a continuation of the present crusade of 
Eonscienee that is plainly making rapid progress on both sides of the 
political fence. 
When that has attained sufficient momentum there 
ivill be no denying its demands by any party. 


The Womens' Franchise League of Indiana is just now reputed 
to be cndeavo?-ing to "convert" or enlist a ninnber of members of the 
Indiana delegation in congress in the cause of votes for women. The 
list includes Lieb, of the First; Cnllop, of the Second; Cox, of the 
Third; Oray, of Iho Sixth; Mooros, of tlie Seventh; Morrison, of the 
Nintii; Wood, of the Tenth, and Ranch, of the Eleventh. 
Four of 
the fiv(> Indiana congressmen who voted last January for the Bris- 
fow-Mondell i-esolntion, known to the suffragists as the Susan R.

Violators of ordinances intended to 
control automobile traffic ip the city are 
divided into two classes—the few who 
wantonly disregard the law, and the 
many who either fall to inform them- 
selves as to the provisions of the liiw, 
or, knowing the law, carelessly fail to 
obey it. 
It is this second class, com- 
posed of persons of intelligence and re- 
sponsibility, which causes most of the 
popular dissatisfaction with the man- 
ner in which motor vehicles are operat- 
ed in the streets. 
If this class Avould 
mend its ways, tlie police should have 
little difficulty in eliminating the small- 
er class o foffenders. That this state of 
affairs is recognized by the motorists 
themselves is attested by a circular re- 
cently Issued by the Hoosier 
Motor 
club. 
It is in the form of a warning 
containing the following admonitions: 


Don't use glaring headlights.'' 
Don't operate 
your 
muffler cutout 
valve in city 
streets, 
boulevards dnd 
parks. 


Don't park your car in restricted dis- 
trict. 


Keep within the speed limit. 
Help the police officers to enforce the 
ordinances by NOT violating the samt. 


Arrest and fine may follow violation. 
It is obvious that if every driver of a 
motor vehicle had these warnings past- 
ed before him on his car, and made it 
his business to observe carefully the 
provisions set forth, there would be aji 
end to trouble. A good many motorists 
habitually observe the law, and it :s 
no tovident that they suffer much iu- 
convenience. 
At any rate, the law 
plain. 
If motorists believe that it dis- 
criminates against them it is their priv- 
ilege to protest. 
And since the protest 
is not forthcoming, it is only reasonable 
to infer tliat iu the abstract the motor- 
ists believe the law is fair. Against iis 
enforcemont in individual cases there is 
likelv to be some protest, but tins is to 
be expected.

North Jlanchestcr, Ind., Nov. 18.—For 
sixty-five years Mrs. Sarah Foster, of 
this county, has lain in her bed by the 
window of her coimtry home, watching 
the world go by, an interested spectator, 
hut hardly participating 
And through 
all of her long illness the smiles liave 
not loft her face, nor has her disposition 
soured. 
The casual visitor who comes 
to her home hoping to brigliten her life 
a little by a friendly call takes as much 
of life's sunshine and gladness as he 
gives, for .she meets joke with joke, and 
smile with smile. 
The humble home is 
live miles southeast of North Manches 
ter, on a busy road, and surrounded by 
one of tlie best agricultural districts of 
the county. 
Sitting in her bed at the 
east window of her home slie watches 
the busy people go by and remembers 
the fathers and grandfathers of many 
of them. 


It was about the time tlie gold fever 
was breaking out in California, in the 
later forties, that Joseph Foster brought 
his bride to the farm that has since been 
her home. 
It was then practically a 
wilderness, and squirrels and forest birds 
would play over the roof of their cabin. 
She recalls those days, telling of their 
happiness that seemed almost too good 
to last. 
Then sickness came to the 
home. 
Exactly what h«r trouble was 
has never been known for in those days 
the available physicians were far from 
being able to cope with ills such as came 
to her. 
But whatever the trouble, it 
left her with her lower limbs paralyzed, 
and since early in 1851 she has kept to 
her bed, leaving it only as she was lifted 
from it. 
The first rude cabin gave way 
to a better house, and that in turn to 
another that today is classed as an olo 
building. Three children grew up around 
her, and two, after reaching maturity, 
have passed to ijhe world beyond. 
Her 
faithful husband, who cared for her as 
he would a child, Avas called to his re- 
ward seven or eight years ago, and yet 
she lives on, seemingly giowing but 
little older, there being little change in 
her appearance in the last twenty years. 


To go into her room is almost like 
stepping back half a century. 
There is 
the same warm hospitality for the casual 
visitor, the same frankness of expres- 
sion and her thoughts and ideas are 
really more in accord with the times of 
that'long ago than they are with those 
of today. 
Yesterday the News man 
called at her hom-e, as he had done sev- 
eral times before. She met him with a' 
hearty liandshake-, not the high elevated 
frozen finger touches that pass in elite 
society today as a greeting, and that 
mean so little, but a good hearty grip 
that one could feel to remember it by.

Under Peculiar System 


It Works 
Prevailing in Utah 


State Prepares to Shoot 
Down Condemned Man 
Who Elects to Die by Bul- 
let Rather Than to Swing 
from Gallows—The Case 
of Joe Hillstrom. 


Salt 
Lake City, Utah., 
Nov. 
18.— 
This is how America's most novel en- 
gine of 
execution—the 
Utah 
liring 
squad—will kill Joe Hillstrom, T. W. ^V. 
poet, at the state prison, on Nov. 19. 


^Masked from his sight and from the 
•witnesses, their identity known to none 
but the sheriff and prison warden, five 
riflemen will send four bullets into Hill- 
strom's heart. 


Four bullets—bccause one of the five 
rifles will contain a blank charge, so 
that each executioner may believe that 
he, perhaps, has not killed a man. 


Each of these riflemen will 
receive 
$40 in gold. 
Utah used to pay 
$25 
for killing men, but the price 
was 
raised. 


For 
24 hours before his execution 
Hillstrom Avill live on the fat of the 
land. 
He will choosc his own menu in- 
stead 
of 
partaking 
of 
the 
regular 
prison fare. 
His last day on earth will 
be spent under the constant vigil of 
penitentiary 
guards. 
Night 
and 
day 
his cell wiil bo flooded with light. 


Hillstrom 
may have a minister of 
the gospel with him if he n^quests it. 
The 
law permits 
him to 
invite 
five 
friends to witness his death, but it is 
not expceted he will make either de- 
mand. 


Hillstrom has never assumed prison 
garb. 
Technicalh^ he is the ward of 
tlie sheriff, bring 
held in the 
state 
prison 
only 
for safe-keeping. 
When 
the death 
watch begins, Sheriff John 
S. Corless will commence to make final 
arrangements for the execution. 


From a list of volunteers, tlie sheriff 
will select live men. 
In the absence of 
volunteers, he can assign liis deputies 
to the firing squad. 
But this has never 
been noccssary, as tlio siipply of volun- 
teers has always exceeded the demand. 


Five of Ilillstrom's coinradi'S in the 
I. W. "W. liave started from Toledo to 
ask that they be permitted to fire the 
fatal sliot. 
But Corless won't promise 
them the job. 


Between 
midniglit 
and sunrise 
the 
men who are to constitute the 
firing 
squad will be taken to the peniteniary 
blacksmith siiop. from which point the 
deadly niis>-ilos are to be fired. 


At 
intcTvals tlie spectators will be 
assembled at the prison and admitted 
to the warden's office. 
A few minutes 
before the hour set for the execution, 
led by pri>!)n guards, they will go to 
the rondomned man's cell. 


While they look on, Hillstrom 
will 
be brouglit from his cell, 
(àuards wih 
take positiims at either elbow. 
'Two 
other guards will follow the condemned 
man before the spectators.

The solemn party will walk 
down 
the corridor of 
tlie cellhouse to 
the 
doors leading to the prison yard. 
Be- 
fore the doors are opened 
Hillstrom 
will be masked. 


The 
spectators and the guards then 
separate. 
Two guards will guide the 
condemned man around the left to tlie 
execution 
chair. 
The 
spectators 
will 
follow guards to the right, taking po- 
sitions at a point roped off some dis- 
tance from the chair. 


Hillstrom will wear 
black 
trousers 
and probably a black sateen shirt. 
He 
will be led to the execution chair, spec- 
ially constructed of pine boards. 
At 
the back of the chair is a box of sand. 


The firing squad will then be ad- 
mitted to the rifles, 10 feet from the 
chair. 
Four of the five will take po- 
sitions in a row. 
The rifle barrels will 
protrude 
through 
a canvass 
covering 
the door. 
The other rifle will protrude 
from the canvass at a point to the 
right 
and 
slightly 
above the 
other 
rifles. 
This is for the captain of the 
squad. 


Hillstrom will be strapped 
to 
the 
chair. 
At a given signal the rifles will 
speak in unison. 


The spectators will be held to the 
ropes, until the firing squad has been 
removed from the blacksmith shop and 
spirited away. 


As Hillstrom topples limp in death, 
he will be examined 
by 
the 
prison 
physician. Trusties will carry his body 
to the prison hospital for autopsy. 


If the body is not claimed by friends 
or relatives, 
tJie 
firing 
of 
the 
fatal 
shots will be the 
signal for another 
gang of trusties to begin digging 
a 
grave in the prison burial plot. 
No 
preparations for burial 
are made 
in 
advancc. 


It is possible, 
however, 
Industrial 
Workers of the World will ask for the 
body of Hillstrom 
and give him a 
decent burial. 
A movement has been 
started to raise a fund for this pur- 
pose. 
In this event the body Avould be 
turned over to their oflicial represen- 
tatives immediately after the autopsy. 


Joe Hillstrom will be the nineteenth 


person to meet the death penalty in 
Utah. 
He is the 
fifteenth 
to choose 
shooting in preference to hanging—the 
choice which the 
state 
law gives 
its 
condemned men. 


Of the four who chose hanging, two 
were Indians, who have an instinctive 
dread of 
firearms. 
The third chose this 
form to give the state "as much trouble 
as possible." 


The first two executions 
in 
Utali 
were those of two Indians, hanged in 
1855. 
The first man shot was Wm. 
Cockcroft, in 1861, 


Utah is supposed to have adopted 
execution by shooting through the pun- 
ishment 
meted out to 
spies in war- 
time. 
Where the custom of giving a 
man his choice of death originate, no 
one seems to know. 
From the earliest 
days it was in vogue, and none of the 
old-timers are able 
to 
outline 
the 
source. 
The 
custom 
was 
followed 
through 
the territorial days and be- 
came a part of the state law.

sargeants M-ent to the commanding of- 
ficers and said they feared the conse- 
quences to discipline if the Y. M. C. A. 
should be sent away. 
This intervention 
accomplished its purpose. 


"The Y. M. C. A. has completely won 
the confidence of the Indians so that 
they consider the association as

moral force in camp. 
All officers, both 
Indian and English, maintain that the 
association has been almost indispensible 
for discipline.

Woman Tries Kidnaping. 


During the afternoon an attempt to 
kidna() the child had been made by a 
woman wlio gave her name as ".Mrs. 
Walsh." 
She had spent three hours at 
the baby's side, had baptized it, and told 
the ho.spital authorities after a long, ex- 
pectant wait, that site would take the 
child 
away 
with 
her 
"if she got a 
ihance" and have it operated upon by a 
friend, who was a physician. 


Fnnerved by the blunder about the 
death 
announcement 
and 
fearing that 
another attempt to kidnap 
the 
baby 
would be made, Dr. R. L. Feser of the 
hospital staff and j\Iiss Reiilah Freed, 
the head nurse, decided soon after Dr. 
Reinhardt's visit, that the child should 
be removed to a room on an upi)cr floor. 


\\nien the}' went into the room ad- 
joining the office, Avherc the child had 
been left alone, they found it dead. 


The visit of "Mrs. Walsh" was only 
one of a continuous series of try ing ex- 
periences which Dr. liaiselden had dur- 
ing the day. 
One of these was the visit 
of Dr. .lohn Dill Robertson in the after- 
noon. 


Robertson Takes a Hand. 


"Dr. Robertson demanded that 1 per- 
form an operation," said Dr. liaiselden. 
"His idea evidently was to force an op- 
eration, not with any intention of sav- 
ing the child's life but to clear the at- 
mosphere and save the city oflicials from 
an embarrassing situation. 


"J told him that I would not operate 
and that they could not make me oper- 
ate. 
I had no possible objection to any 
one else's performing the operation, but 
with me it was a matter of conscience, 
as I think f have made clear. 
I told 
the health commisi?ioner that 1 would 
not recede 1-10000 part of an inch from 
my position." 


Coroner Hoffman's decision to 
hohl 
an inquest 
was made after a consxil- 
tation with Dr. Reinhardt and Dr. John 
Dill 
Robertson, 
health 
commissioner. 
"I have decided to hold an inquest be- 
cause for all we know a similar case 
might be brought to onr attention 
to 
morrow. 
We should do something to 
prevent a similar death.'' he said. 
"I 
am making no criticism of the physi- 
cian in this case. 
Our only object is to 
do something in the interests of hu- 
manity. 
I chose a jury of physicians 
in the hope that they will make some 
.scientific recommendation 
to 
prevent 
similar 
occurrences." 


Dr. Haiseiden expressed 
satisfaction 
when told the inquest had been ordered 
though he said the baby's death from 
natural causes rendered one hardly nfe 
cessary. 


"Any true investigation will make it

"There must 
be a cord attached," he explains, "so that 
we can hang the 
mull's around 
our 
necks."

cocoa, chocolate, fat, and butter. 
Gall- 
witz replies only: "We don't want any 
wool; we are richly provided with that." 
Admiral von Köster urges against the 
sending of spirits or in fact any alcoholic 
beverages. 
In fact, no spirits are asked 
for by any trooi)s except the guards 
rcginient.s, which want rum. 
The crown 
prince suggests light red wine and smok- 
ingr materials.

"Major Nickolson had a severe wound 
in llio F«)ÍPo. lío foarotl fonii'lote paraly- 
sis and became melancholy. 
In a 
oí nu'líinclioiy, as lias l)oen established 
by 
physicians, he took his own life. 
Nickolson was an officer commanding 
liigh respect, who bore his captivity with 
dignity. 
He had made himself beloved 
among the officers in captivity by h> 
lovable nature and had won the respect 
of the German ofTicers placed over him 
through his always correct conduct." 


The general says Xickolson even left 
a note, stating that his suicide had noth- 
ing to do with his treatment. 
In order 
that his coffin might not lack every dec- 
oration, a wreath was bought for four 
marks by the Red Cross physician, since 
no other funds were available.

Francisco Villa, like many other ac- 
tual or potential Mexican dictators, h.is 
failed because he placed personal am- 
bition ahead of 
the 
cause he pretended to 
represent. 


Villa, 
while 
he 
¡never wanted to be- 
jcome 
president, 
did 
iwant to be the power 
behind the throne. He 
wanted to name men 
and dictate all gov- 
ernment policies. 


Selfishness —^ graft 
—was 
his 
undoing, 
alienating 
the 
beat 
officers and shrewdest 
advisers in Mexico when 
finally 
they 
learned his real caliber. 


That his star was long in the ascend- 
ency was imdoubtedly due to the man's 
democracy in his personal relations with 
hi.'i lighting forces. 
Of personal magne- 
tism he lia.«i a great deal, lie is an out- 
and-out fightinj* man, and has never hes- 
itated to take his 
place 
beside the 
humblest peon in tho trenches or the 
field where the 
biillets flew thickest. 
This quality of courage endeared Villa 
to his soldiers and inspired a deep loy- 
alty. 


Among his men he is said to bear a 
charmed life. He has been in 47 battles 
and was never scathed, despite the fact 
that he has had horses shot from under 
him many times and that after everj»^ 
battle deaths compelled him to reorgan- 
izo his staff. 


As he rose in power, however, he be- 
came more and more autocratic, shooting 
his men and trusted 
officers on 
the 
slightest pretext. 


Villa brooked no interference, ruth- 
lessly killing those who opposed him. 


One at a time his generals deserted 
him—Angeles, Raoul and Ernesto Ma- 
dero, among others—^because they would 
not stand for his arrogant dictatorship 


On every deal that involved confisca- 
tion or acts of so-called military necea- 
city, General Villa got his slice 
of 
loot. 


He took over the gambling concessions 
at Juarez, and permitted his brother, 
Epolito Villa, to run them for his own 
use, instead of expending the proceeds 
for the people's cause. 


The 
confiscation of the magnificent 
Terrasas and Creel interests in Chihua- 
hua offers an interesting example of this 
turning to personal account the spoils 
of war. 


That confiscation, furthermore, throws 
light on the participation in recent Mex- 
ican affairs oPmen politically prominent 
in the United States. 


Villa learned that the Terrasas-Creel 
interests were planning to transfer their 
holdings to a fake English concern, in- 
volving a United States senator and an 
ex-governor, in order to escape payment 
of war taxes by compelling the protec- 
tion of the British government. 


General Villa at once confiscated all 
these properties, including 75.000 cattle. 
He got a tremendous sum of personal 
loot out of that transaction. 


Gradually 
dissension 
and revolt 
re- 
sulted from these nnpatriotic acts. 
His 
supporters saw that his heart was not 
in the cause. 


Villa's pretended /friendliness toward 
the United States was simply to further 
his own ends. 
Underneath it all he 
hated the "gringos" bitterly, as many of 
his acts have demonstrated. 


In Chihuahua Villa's followers found 
at one time one-half million dollars goM 
cached. Instead of using it for the con- 
stitutionalist cause, he bought a packing 
house at Ciudad Juarez, for $20.000, 
which 
he 
transferred to his wife; a 
cattle ranch west of Chihuahua for $35,- 
000, according to renort, and spent other 
large sums in similar personal ventures. 


Foi^ General Villa his brother was con- 
stantly depositing money in American 
banks on this sido of the border. 


These things he could not keep forever 
from his-generals and suporters. 


His T.'i.OOO soldiers, the finest in Mex- 


his ablest advisers were, driven away. 


Villa's final mistake was his refusal 
of amnesty for himself and men by the 
United States after Carranza. 
Carranza, while not the ideal Mexican 


president at this time, is a strong man 
and very different from Villa. 
He will 
succeed if he manages to retain the sup- 
port of Gens. Obregon and Gonzales. Car- 
ranza's greatest drawbacks are his aris-

Charlie O.xnam, like Louis Bundy, had 
held life cheap until it came to the sur- 
render of his own. 
He ha>d shot Wil- 
liam. Alexander in Los Angeles during 
an attempted burglary—he and Glenn 
Witt, 22, another of "the four remain- 
ing condemned convicts. 


In the night watches these hoy cell- 
mates bolstered each other's courage for 
the hanging. 
They rehearsed thousand- 
of times how they would mount the 
scafTold. 
They coached each other how 
to die, comforting eacli other in tl.-eir 
shy, blundering way. 


The other convicts knew what was 
going on in that black cell. In their 
clumsy way they prayed—for all devout 
hope is prayer—tliat T.otiis and Char'ie 
would make good thru those rehearsals. 


From time to time the guards carried 
a word of cheer to tlie other convicts 
of how tlic two were coming on. The 
tension ceased.

For each of the other four condemned 
murderers sucli coaching on how a con- 
vict must die to ease the strain on

this end we pledge our best ciideavou 
henceforth and our untiring efforts un- 
til both Indiana and America shall be 
free from the contaminating curse of the 
saloon.'' 


The resolutions 
declare 
that 
the 


liquor traffic has "outlived its day and 
generation," that it knows no law "ex- 
cept the law of gr-ecd," and that it: 
"assumes to dictate terms to all other 
departments of our national and social 
life." 


"So patriot who would seek political 


preferment can escape its commands,'' 
the resolution continues, "no legislature 
is free from its slimy, insistent to:icn 
and there is im correctional or benevo- 
lent institution to which it is not tho 
largest contributory source." 


The last legislature was criticized, 


because no effort was made to pass d^ 
state-wide prohibition law. The Indiana 
congressional delegation was condemned 
fur voting against the Shcppcrd-IIob- 
son resolution proposing a national con- 
stitutional prohibition amendment sub- 
mitted.

HOOSIER MOTOR CLUB WARNING, 


The Indiana onim-partisan temperance convention which has 


Just corue to a close at Indianapolis resolved against the proposal of 
Ex-Governor Hanly for the organization of a new political party in 
this state to labor for state-wide prohibition, and The Sentinel be- 
lieves the action was well taken. Without question many men who 
believe sincerely in the elimination of the liquor business would re- 
fuse to follow their fellows into any such new party, either because 
they disagreed with the plan or for the reason that they could not 
quite bring themselves to surrender completely a lifelong affiliation 
with some other party, and temperance cannot win without these 
men. The experience of the prohibition party, which has bravely, 
courageously and unfalteringly, but with most indifferent success so 
far as practical results are achieved, fought for the elimination of 
liquor from the land, seems to demonstrate this fact clearly. 


Moreover, the new party idea seems unwise from the temperance 


ttandpoint at this time because nothing is clearer than the promise 
that, with the temperance sentiment pervading all parties, each of 
them is going to be shortly forced into some moru definite stand 
against the liquor business than they have yet had the nerve to take. 
The voters will not much longer tolerate talkative evasion or artful 
dodging on this issue. The thing is coming to a show-down, and 
coming rapidly. The need is not so much for a new political party 
that, whatever its theory, could not hope to command the support of 
ill temperance men, as for a continuation of the present crusade of 
conscience that is plainly making rapid progress on both sides of the 
political fence. When that has attained sufficient momentum there 
will be no denying its demands by any party. * *

wantonly disregard the law, aud the 
nany who either fail to inform them- 
selves as to the. provisions of the law, 
or, knowing the law, carelessly fail to 
obey it. It is this second class, com- 
>osed of persons of intelligence and re- 
sponsibility, which causes most of the 
:>upular dissatisfaction with the niaa- 
uer in which motor vehicles are operat- 
ed in the streets. If this class would 
mend its ways, the police should have 
little difficulty in eliminating the small- 
er class o foli'cnders. That this state of j 
affairs is recognized by the motorists 
themselves is attested by a circular re- 
cently issued by the Hoosicr Motor 
club. It is in tho form of a warning 
containing tlie following admonitions: 


Don't use glaring headlights. 
Don't operate 
your 
muffler cutout 


valve in city streets, 
boulevards *nd 


parks. 


Don't park your car in restricted dis- 


trict. 


Keep within the speed limit. 
Help the police officers to enforce the 


ordinances by Nl.lT violating the saint. 


Arrest and line may follow violation. 
It is obvious that if every driver of a 


motor vehicle had these warnings past- 
ed before him on his car, and made it 
his business to observe carefully tl:o 
provisions set forth, there would be an 
end to trouble. A good many motorists 
habitually Observe the law. and it :s 
no (evident that they suffer much in- 
convenience.

If motorists believe that it <lis- 


criminatcs against them it is their priv- 
ilege to protest. And since the protest 
is nut forthcoming, it is only reasonable 
to infer that in the abstract the motor- 
ists believe the law is fair.

lord l<> suffer iti loss at the hands o 
ruinous competition. 


The Womcns' Franchise League of. Indiana is just now reputed 


to be endeavoring to "convert" or enlist a number o£ members of the 
Indiana delegation in congress in the cause of voles for women. Tin; 
list includes Licb, of the First; Cullop, of the'Second; Cox, of the 
Third; Gray, of the Sixth; Moores, of the Seventh; Morrison, of the 
Ninth; Wood, of the Tenth, and Ranch, of the Eleventh. Four ot 
the five Indiana congressmen who voted last January for the Bris- 
tow-Mondcll resolution, known to the suffragists as the Susan B.J 
Anthony resolution, have been returned to the sixty-fourth congress. 
These are Moss, of the Fifth; Adair, of the Eighth ; Cline, of the 
Twelfth, and-Barnhart, of the Thirteenth district.

fident belief, too, that several among the unreconstructed will soon 
announce, shyly, perhaps, but none the less surely, that they have 
experienced a change of heart on this suffrage business. 


Speaking in Washington, Enos Mills, one of the noted park ex-

An 
area in Brown county, the Turkey Bun region in Parke county, and 
a part of the sand dunes on the southern shore of Lake Michigan ap- 
peal to Mr. Mills as offering unusually inviting spots for an under- 
taking of this kind. The idea is worth considering, for its consum- 
mation would perpetiiate the centennial event, but the wisdom of 
the investment of any considerable sum in state funds in an enter- 
prise of this character is to be seriously doubted. Perhaps the civic 
pride of those localities which would find themselves most inviting- 
ly situated to enjoy the parks will awaken and do the handsome 
thing by acquiring and presenting the proposed park lands to the 
state.

Our American Firing Squad—How It Works 


Under Peculiar System Prevailing in Utah 


State Prepares to Shoot 


Down Condemned Man 
Who Elects to Die by Bul- 
let Rather Than to Swing 
from Q-allows-—The Case 
of Joe Hillstrom. 


Salt Lake City, Utah., Nov. 18.— 


This ia how America's most novel en- 
gine of execution—the 
Utah 
tiring 


squad—will kill Joe Hillstrom, I. W. W. 
poet, at the state prison, on Xov. 19. 


Masked from his sight and from the 


witnesses, their identity known to none 
but the. sheriff and prison warden, live 
riflemen will send four bullets into Hill- 
stronvs heart. 


Four bullets—because one of the five 


rifles will - contain a blank charge, so 
that each executioner may believe that 
lie, perhaps, 1ms not killed a roan. 


Each of these rillcmen will receive 


$40. in gold. 
Utah used to pay $25 


for killing men, but the price 
was 


raised. 


For 24 hours before his execution 


Hillstrom will live on the fat of the 
land. 
He will choose his own menu in- 


stead 
of 
partaking 
of 
the regular 


prison fare. His last day on earth will 
be spent under the constant vigil of 
penitentiary guards. 
Night, and day 


his cell \vill be Hooded with light. 


Hillstrom may have a minister of 


the gospel with him if he requests it. 
The law permits him to invite five 
friends to witness his death, but it is 
not expected he will make either de- 
mand. 


Hillstrom has never assumed prison 


garb. 
Technically he is the ward of 


the sheriff, being 
held in the state 


prison only for safe-keeping. 
When 


the death "watch begins, Sheriff John 
S. Corlcss will commence to make final 
arrangements for the execution. 


From a list of volunteers, the sheriff 


will select live men. In the absence of 
volunteers, he can assign his deputies 
to the. firing squad. But this has never 
been necessary, us the supply of volun 
tecrs has always exceeded the demand. 


Five of Hillstronfs comrades in the 


I. W. W. have started from Toledo to 
ask that they be permitted to fire the 
fatal shot. "But Corless won't promis 
them the job. 


Between midnight and sunrise the 


men who are to constitute the firms: 
squad will be taken to the peniteniary 
blacksmith shop, from which point tin 
deadly missiles are to be fired. 


At intervals the spectators will b< 


assembled at the prison and adniittet 
to the warden's office. 
A few minutes 


before the hour set for the execution 
led by prison guards, they will go t< 
the condemned man's cell. 


While they look on, Hillstrom wil 


be brought from his cell.

condemned men. 


Of the four who chose hanging, two 


were Indians, who liavi- an instinctive 
dread of firearms. The third chose this 
form to give the state "as much trouble 
as possible."

were-those of two Indians, hanged in 
1855. 
The first man shot was Win. 


Cockcroft, in 18G1. 


Utah is supposed to have adopted

moral force in camp. All officers, both 
Indian and English, maintain that the 
aasoeiation has been almost indispensible 
for discipline. 


"Drunkenness among the Sikhs (Indian 


troops), is said to have been completely 
cured through the instrumentality _ of 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
secretaries and influence in the camps 
near Paris.

Villa learned that the Tcrrosas-Crcel
